Nationalism. 


Prestige is 2 word which we 
hear. largely used these days. 
|We have adopted it into the 
English language in its French 
‘form because it can only be 
jtranslated into. English by a 
iphrase. It may be. taken to 
imean ‘worthiness of respect or 
‘admiration.’ 
| Respect or admiration is, or 
ishould be, evoked by moral 
qualities such as uprightness of 
character, straightness of deal- 
ing, adherence to the pledged 
iword, kindness towards others 
—qualities which may be char- 
acteristic of nations as well as 
of. individuals; but to-day, 
where nations are concerned, the 
Imeaning of prestige appears: to 
jhave become narrowed down to 
‘ability to inspire fear in others. 
iThe prestige of a nation seems 
to be.. measured. not by its 
‘moral qualities, but by the 
‘strength and extent-of its arma- 
‘ments, connoting only too often 
its ability to ignore all “con- 
‘siderations of right and wrong 
'where.it deems its own material 
‘interests to be concerned. 
Liberty.” cried Madame de 
Stael. “how many crimes- are 
‘committed in thy name!” To- 
\day the same might almost. be 
‘said of prestige. . 

This_conception of the word 
prestige has grown up with, or. 
‘perhaps because of, that exces- 
lsive form of nationalism which 
‘is at the bottom of most of the 
:world’s troubles to-day... That 
ithose speaking the same 
‘language. and.in the main un- 
jable to speak any language but 
‘their own, should cling-together 
is. only natural, just as it is 
natural that, in the course of 
time, they should form habits 
and customs differing from 
ithose of their neighbours; but 
ithe possession of a common 
ilanguage does not give any. one 
‘nation the right to consider 
itself the moral superior of all 
Jother peoples: or. to impose_its 
own particular culture and ideas 
(upon others, regardless of all 
considerations. Such nations
